THE LEEDS BANKRUPTCY COURT INQUIRY. 


TueE Select Committee appointed by the House of Commons to inquire 
into the alleged irregularities in connection with the Leeds Bank- 
ruptcy Court have issued their report. 


of Mr. Wilde’s resignation of the office of Registrar in the District 
Court of Leeds—the Committee report :— 

Your Committee cannot but regret extremely that such a letter as that of 
the 26th of June should have been written by the Chief Registrar, not merely 
on account of the impropriety of its terms, but because the suggestion of re- 
tirement probably induced Mr. Wilde to apply at once for a pension, and thus 
frustrated the Lord Chancellor's declared intention of having the charges 
against Mr. Wilde publicly heard in court. Mr. Wilde pressed | your Com- 
mittee to enter upon a further investigation of these charges; but, as there 
appeared to your Committee to be no ground whatever for any suspicion that 
there had been any improper motive for preferring the charges against Mr. 
Wilde; and as, moreover, the reports end documents (including Mr. Wilde's 
own explanatory statement) clearly supported those charges, at least to such 
a degree as to justify the Lord Chancellor in calling upon Mr. Wilde to answer 
them in open court; and further, as Mr. Wilde had himself chosen to retire 
cn a pension rather than submit to a public inquiry into his conduct, your 
Committee refused to prolong an investigation which, whatever its result 
might have been, must have been far less satisfactory in its nature than that 
whicl’Mr, Wilde had declined. 

On the second head of inquiry—the granting a pension to Mr. 
Wilde—the Committee report that the haste and want of caution 
necessarily give rise to a suspicion that a vacancy in the office is the 
object sought rather than justice to the officer or the public. In this 
instance, however, the Committee consider that no improper moti 
are to be imputed to the Lord Chancellor. 

With regard to the third head of inquiry—Mr. Welch's appoint- 
ment—the Committee are satisfied that no imputation can fairly be 
made against the Lord Chancellor, but they call attention to “some 
remarkable evidence touching this part of their inquiry.” This 
evidence relates to money transactions between Mr. Welch and the 
Hon. R. Bethell, and the charge made by the Rev. R. Harding, Vicar 
of St. Ann’s, Wandsworth, that the Hon. R. Bethell was to use hi 
influence with his father to secure an appointment for Mr. Welch, 
Mr. Welch paying £500 down and £1000 on securing the appointment. 
The charge is denied by Mr. Welch and the Hon, R, Bethell. The 
Committee say -~— 

Mr. Harding's statement, if true, discloses a corrupt bargain between the 
three parties ; if false, it is a gross attempt at extortion. One or other « 
these conclusions would be established by a judicial investigation of the fact 
of the case; but as cach of them involves the liability to a charge of a hig! 
penal character, your Committee, not having the opportunity of examini 
witnesses upon oath or of bringing the persons inculpated to a formal! trial, 
purposely abstain from expressing any opinion as to which of the two views 
above mentioned ought to be adopted. They consider it their duty to observe, 
that the indisputable facts are such as to render it essential to the public 
interest that the case should, as soon as possible, be made the subject of legal 
investigation. 

On the fourth and last head of inquiry—whether Mr. Welch was to 
resign his appointment at Leeds in favour of Mr, Bethell, and receive 
another appointment in London— the Committee say :— 

In the month of May, 1864, the Lord Chancellor, on being informed that his 
son was deeply indebted, compelled him to resign his office of registrar in th 
Court of Bankruptcy.

PARIS FASHIONS FOR JULY, 

THE summer modes are now quite settled in many important points. 
All through the season, which began on the 2Ist ult., the whole of 
the dress—corsage, skirt, and pardessus—should be alike in colour and 
material, and the entire toilet passably simple, with as few ornaments 
as possible, This simplicity is really the distinguishing characteristic 
of the fashions at the present moment, but as an indication of a return 
to moderation in dress it is not worthy of much reliance, 

The taste for scarves seems about to revive, and has particularly 
received encouragement from the Empress Eugénie, who appeared at 
the late great race for the Grand Prix de Paris at Longchamps in a 
magnificent cloth-of-gold ‘scarf presented to her Majesty by the 
Emperor on his return from Algeria.

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WHEN we next publish England will be without a Parliament, 
The assembly that met on the 31st of May, 1859, is to be dispersed 
on the 6th of July, 1865. So ends a long story, and, in many 
respects, not a discreditable one, The Parliament began by an 
unmistakable proof of its loyalty to Liberal principles, for it 
turned out the Conservatives by whom it had been summoned. 
It proved its attachment to true Liberalism by pursuing a course 
of reform and progress so steadily that there was no subsequent 
need for an appeal to the people, and it has died of Constitu- 
tional old age and not by the stroke of the political executioner. 
It has earned no nickname, and it has deserved none, There 
was a Parliament once called the “ Addle” Parliament. It did 
nothing except offer a remonstrance to the King—nothing what- 
ever inthe way of legislation. Petulant persons are in the habit 
of attributing to all Parliaments in which there is no fierce 
conflict and which pass no great measures a consanguinity with 
the “ Addle” Parliament ; but nothing can be more absurd than 
to complain that the machinery of the State has been brought 
into such good working order that it does not shake or groan, 
and does not often want new flywheels and shafts. When the 
accounts of the firm which is about to expire shall be made up 
to the end and placed in the hands of the historical accountant, 
we believe that, “errors excepted,” there will be very good 
entries to insert in the national ledger.

The annual festival of the Society of Friends of Foreigners 
in Distrees was held at the London Tavern last week. Lord Cranworth, who 
presided, was supported by several distinguished foreigners and a company 
of about 150 gentiemen, This society has distinguished itself among the 
charitable institutions of the metropolis by affording help to those who, from 
their ignorance of the language, habits, and customs of this country, know 
not where to turn when they fall into distress. The institution consists of a 
pension and relief society, and an almshouse, providing comfortable abodes 
for twenty-four inmates, free of any charge. During the past year eighty- 
four pensioners each received 4a.; and ten, who had occupied a respectable 
position, but had fallen into distress, received a pension of 7s. 6d. per week. 
Sick allowances had been made in 273 instances, and £1189 has been expended 
in alleviating the wants of 2474 families or individuals. There was remark- 
able distress last winter among the foreign poor in the metropolis, and the 
soclety’s*rerources were taxed to the utmost. The chief recipients of the 
charity were French and Italians, The subscriptions of the evening amounted 
to more than £2200. 


Two Acts of Parliament have been issued, entitled “The 
Courts of Justice Building " and “ The Courtsof Justice Concentration Site,” 
under which the new Palace of Justice will be reared. A sum of money has 
been voted to commence operations. By the first Act the money required from 
time to time for carrying into effect the purposes of the statutes is to be de- 
frayed, in the first instance, out of money to be provided by Parliament. The 
whole advances to be made by the Paymaster-General are not to exceed 
£1,/00,000, The Act provides for the repayment of this sum, and for tho ap- 
pointment of persons to carry out the objects intended. The property in certain 
(ffices is to be transferred. The new palace is to contain accommodation for 
the courts and offices required for law and equity, as well as the Probate and 
Divorce Courts, end the Court of Admiralty. There are twenty-three sections 
in the first statute and twenty-six in the other. The limit for the compulsory 
purchase of lend is five years.

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STAG-HONTING.—THE ROYAL HOUNDS. 


STAG-HUNTING has in all ages and in all countries been considered 
as a sport of the noblest kind—we allude to that of the wild stag, 
which affords infinitely more excitement than the tame, uncarting 
system of the present day. In bygone times large tracts of land and 
immenere forests were given up as chases, in which the antlered 
monarch might roam at large. The arbitrary manner of making 
Royal forests was as follows :—“ The King sent out his commission 
under the great ceal of England, directed to certain discreet persons, 
for the view, perambulation, meeting, and bounding of the place he 
minded to be a forest ; which being returned to the chancery, pro- 
clamation was made throughout all the shire where the ground lay, 
that none should hunt or chase any manner of — ild beasts in that 
precinct without the King’s special license ; after which he appointed 
ordinances and officers fit for the preservation of the vert (i.e. 
everything which bears green leaves) and venison.” ‘1 
above conditions being fulfilled, it became a forest 
matter of record. The Norman Kings punished those 
killed any beasts of the forest with the greatest s 
William I. caused the of those to be pulled 
who tcok eithe> a buck or a boar; while his no less brutal 
Rufus would hang a man for taking adoe. Henry I. drew n 
tinction between killing a man ora buck, both were punishable by 
death ; and to destroy game out of a Royul preserve called down from 
that humene monarch either loss of limb or forfeiture of goods. 
Henry II. amended the tyrannical code, instituting imprisonment for 
the offence ; but his son, Richard I., revived the savage laws of the 
first William for punishing those convicted of poaching in the Royal 
domains, but which he eventually changed to expatriation, The New 
Forest, Hampshire, wes formed by the destruction, it is stated, of 
twenty-two parish churches and many villages and manors to 
extent of thirty miles; and to this Royal depredation many 
buted the misfortunes that betel several of the Princes 
forest. It was there that Richard, brother of Henry L, was killed 
by a_ soldier; Rufus by Tyrrell, and Henry, tl nephew 
of Robert, the eldest son of the Conqueror, was hung in the 
Loughs of the trees. At one period there were sixty-nine Royal 
forests in England; but these scenes of desolation and tyranny have 
been gradually contracted. Art, science, commerce, and agriculture, 
have epread themselves over those wide-extended tracts ; and the 
eavage quadrupeds of those days, like the more ferocious monarchs, 
have long been swept from the face of the earth. ; ; 

The stag, in the present cultivated state of this country, is 
no lenger found in his original wild te, but is kept im 
parks among the fallow deer. In the Highlands of Scotland the 
red deer still abound, and rove abroad over their

extraction. We allude to the epotted kind, said to have 
imported from Bengal; and those of a dark-brown colour, 
came from Norway, were introduced by James I. into Scot! 
afterwards removed to the then celebrated chases of E 
Epping. An historical fact connected with a buck may not be unin- 
teresting, and it will give an additional proof of the tyranny of our 
ancient monarchs. When Edward IV. was hunting in the park of 
Thomas Burdett, Esq., of Arrow, Warwickshire, he killed a store of 
deer, and amongst the rest a white buck. When Burdett heard of this 
he said that he wished the horns in the belly of him who counselled the 
King to kill it; for which words he was beheaded at Tyburn. Many 
years ago, a stag was hunted from Whinfield Park, in the county of 
yestmorland, when the whole pack, with the exception of two fox- 
hounds bred by Lord Thanet, were thrown out; the stag went away 
to Annan, in Scotland, a distance of forty-six miles, followed by these 
two hounds, Upon returning to the park the poor animal made a 
last effort, and, gathering his strength together, leapt the wall—and 
died as coon as he bad accomplished it. One of the hounds attempted 
to follow, but expired ; the other was found dead about half a mile 
from the spot. ; 

With respect to deer, they ought not to be hunted until they 
ere three years old; and they should be kept on good cora, 
beans, and clover. The paddocks should be dry and well sheltered 
from the weather, with a hovel in one corner, from which 
a door ought to be made to correspond with the opening 
in the deer-cart, and into which the stag can be driven without 
any trouble. In a grass country deer may be hunted once a 
fortnight ; but in a flinty one it will be as well to save their 
legs by turning them out only once a month. The night before they 
are hunted the muzzle must be put on, prison allowance being strictly 
eseential—that is, little food and a small quantity of water. The 
horns of the stag should be sawed off before the hunting season com- 
mences, in order to prevent mischief to men and the hounds, 

We now turn to her Majesty’s stag-hounds and the present Royal 
estaablishment. With regard to the hounds, the pack was mo we | 
purchared from the fourth Duke of Richmond, in 1818; since whic 
period, especially during the last ten years, they have had new blood 
infused into them by being crossed with hounds from the packs of the 
Dukes of Grafton and Rutland, the Earl of Yarborough, Sir R. Sutton, 
Lord Leconfield, Mr, Assheton Smith, and Mr. Foljambe, The average 
number of working hounds is about fifty couples. The management 
of the stud is faultless, and the stable itself is the perfection of nea! ness 
and in every respect kept in beautiful order. The usual number of 
horses kept for the men varies from twenty to twenty-two, and for the 
master from six to eight; and when we consider the distances they 
have to go, and the length of the runs, it reflects no little credit upon 
the stud-grocm that the work is done, and well done, by compara- 
tively co smal] a number of horses. 

Mr. Charles Davis, the huntsman, commenced his career, under 
George LIL, by riding the second horse of the equerry in waiting. 
Asa hunteman, both in the kennel and the field, there are few that 
come up to Davis’: he poseesses judgment, quickness, patience, ability, 
forbearance, and good temper; indeed, the two latter virtues are 
pre-eminently conspicuous in his character, and are often put to 
the test—to wit, upon Easter Monday, at Maidenhead thicket, and 
other days at Salt -bill, when the field consists principally of horse 
dealers of the very lowest grade, who hunt to sell their horses, and 
who care little whether they sacrifice the whole pack soflong as they 
find themselves in the first flight. In addition to the above, Cockney 
Fporisemen on runaway hacks, graziera, farmers, butchers’ boys, with 

fair eprinkling of military and hunting men, form the mounted 
division, while hundreds of idle men and boys {constitute the pedes- 
trian group. No sooner is the deer uncarted than away start some 
two or three dozen flying roadsters, riding over the hounds, the only 
thing they do ride over, galloping in every direction, hallooing and 
ehouting like a tribe of Ojibbeway Indians ; and the moment the 
hounds are laid on such a charge of cavalry and infantry takes place, 
that it requires the patience of a man like Davis to settle down at all 
to his work. Asa rider, both for hand and seat, her Majesty's 
hunteman is first rate. The whippers-in also possess patience and 
good temper, and do their work in a masterly manner. 

Happy are we to be able to record that the Prince of Wales seems ex- 
tremely fond of hunting. Perhaps his Royal Highness inherits the love 
of it from his great-grandfather, George LII. Superior to the little acts 
and meannesses of Court eycophancy, he knew how to enter into and 
enjoy British sports and pastimes without derogating, in the slightest 
Gegree, from the dignity of Majesty, and by so doing set an example 
to many a proud noble how to behave towards an inferior with genuine 
affability, condescension, and politeness, George III. was a patron of 
the chase—“ the sport of British Kings ”"—and, as such, was a loas te 
the hunting world ; for no Monarch since his time up to the accession 
of our preeent gracious Sovereign has taken the slightest interest ia 
the chase.

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important regulation was not attended to, and that, the gas getting too 
strong, fire was communicated from the lamp, and the explosion fol- 
lowed ; for about half-past ten o'clock a sudden rumbling noise was 
heard by the men at the top of the pit, and it was discovered that the 
gas had fired. Fortunately, the effects of the explosion did not reach 
the bottom of the shaft, so that no time was lost before examining the 
colliery in order to see what were the results of the explosion. Gangs 
were immediately formed for the purpose, and it was discovered that 
the gas had fired in the “‘back workings.” Forty-six men and boys were 
at work in this section of the colliery, and by dint of extraordinary ex- 
ertion on the part of the exploring parties a good many were got out, 
who would probably have fallen a prey to the fatal choke or after-damp, 
had they not been taken out. As body after body was landed on the 
bank the scene became quite heartrending, for, the news having reached 
Tredegar, which is about a mile and a half distant, hundreds were 
e00n gathered around the top of the pit.

Then, with a 
predeterminate air of being independent of any eventuality of the 
election which may turn on the feeling of Roman Catholic members 
that “shall be hereafter"—some of whom are Conservatives—Lord 
Derby got up a Tory demonstration against the Oath Bill, and threw 
it out. There was little of incident in the appearance of things or 
in the debate itself. To be sure, the Upper Chamber was made 
lively with the figures of many Peers, and was sonorous until 
ten o'clock with voices. Even Earl Russell, who this time wanted 
what he said to be made public, contrived to make himself most 
audible (let this be remembered when answers on doubtfal points of 
foreign policy cannot be heard in the publication quarter); but as 
everyone knew what was to be the result the interest was naught, and 
the most startling circumstance which occurred was the singular argu- 
ment used by Lord Derby at the close of his speech, which was to the 
effect that he could not consent to the repeal of the existing oath when 
he was on the confines of the grave. 

As to the House of Commons, its appearance has been like that of 
the sky on a day of uncertain weather—fitful and irregular, some- 
times showing a considerable number of members, and anon 
dwindling down to Mr, Hennessy, who is the most decided repre- 
sentative of the stay-in-the-House system. The mention of 
this gentleman raises a recollection of one of those Parliamentary 
escapades for which he is famous, in the negative sense of that 
word. Twice lately without notice, and apropos of a technical occa- 
sion only, he bas endeavoured to bring Mr. Maguire into an 
equivocal position before the people of Ireland. It is well knowa 
that Mr. Saguive has for some years been, we had almost said, 
boring the House about Irish tenant right, and this year he obtained 
a Committee to inquire into the subject, of which he was chairman. 
This Committee, somewhat unexpectedly, made a report, on the first 
appearance of which Mr. Hennessy suddenly, and at a least-expected 
moment, brought it before the House in a manner to insinuate that the 
cause of tenant right had been betrayed by its hitherto principal 
Parliamentry champion. Happening on this and a subsequent occasion, 
when the same course was taken, to be on the premises, Mr. 
Maguire rushed into the house, and, palpably conscious of 
the injury likely to be done to him, and which seemed 
very much to be intended, imploringly disclaimed the indirect 
charge against him, which probably arose out of that dangerous 
activity peculiar to Mr. Hennessy, and which Dr. Watts has charac- 
terised in those celebrated lines which are administered to children 
as regularly as cooling medicine. Perhaps the volatile member for 
King’s County may be congratulated on having obtained the repeal 
of the Tories and Rapparees Act, one of the clauses of which—that 
condemning to imprisonment “ Irish gentlemen with nothing to do "— 
appears to have been always in his mind as the spring of his Par- 
liamentary action. 

In the feverish and fidgety condition of the House, as may well be 
supposed, the proceedings have been varied, being carried on in short 
paroxysms, and so rapidly, that, if they were characterised by any 
special incident, each incident has been so small and so fleeting as not 
worth catching as it flew. The general tone of doing things has been 
hurried ; everybody has acted and spoken quickly, as if by taking that 
course the prorogation would be hastened ; and in the Commons there 
has recently occurred but one solemn debate. There had been a morning 
sitting, and the House met for the evening at six o'clock. Just before 
that hour there came, as it were, marching in, in some sort like a pro- 
cession, a far greater number of members than might have been sup- 
posed to be available at a time when “ forty” are gathered only by the 
severest of whips and the average attendance is fifteen. The reason 
was not very obvious, when it was observed that Mr. Longfield had 
only given notice of a “question” with regard to the course which 
her Majesty’s Government proposed to take against the persons whom 
the Select Committee on the Leeds Bankruptcy Court affair had con- 
demned, because that implied that the honourable member would be 
confined to the words he had placed on the paper, and it was natural 
that the reply would be as brief and as vague as possible. Probably 
this was all which Mr. Longfield intended ; but even the modesty and 
reticence of his nature could not resist the opportunity which was 
afforded him. Before him was the very last well-gathered House of 
the Session; the leaders on both sides in presence, and tae whole 
audience in that state of open-mouthedness most favourable for the 
reception of any strong talk, the subject being a Lord Chancellor. 
The moment was too tempting to be resisted; and therefore Mr. 
Longfield, outflanking the Speaker’s objection by moving the adjoura- 
ment of the House, opened the indictment. Never, perhaps, was a ques- 
tion serious—nay, solemn—in its nature so treated. It was dealt with 
in a speech of mingled bitterness and clumsy levity, suggesting to one 
ideas of the kind of 5 hes which at one time it was sought to im- 
port into the courts of law in England, by an Irish barrister, in cases 
of breach of promise of marriage, in which the invective was trucu- 
lent and the humour inconsequent and vapid ; in fact, the style and 
manner were just that of the conventional stage Irishman, which, 
nowadays and until now, most people have been accustomed to con- 
sider a caricature rather than atype. The accused must be under great 
obligations to an accuser who contrived so to present his case as to 
make it unendurable to the taste of those who listened to it. It was 
obvious that the aa was under the influence of 
contending feelin hen rose to reply, but the most pervading 
was, perhaps, that of indignation at and contempt of the exhibition 
he had just witnessed, which he described in no measured but 
very fitting terms.

Pastern, in the hold ef which the telegraph cable lies coiled. The Lords of 

the Adm and her Majesty's Ministers were the guests of the day; but 
the company included also many members of the aristocracy. The novelty of 
the day was the transmissior of short messages through the entire length of 
the cable. The first of theee, “ Success to the expedition,” was spelt out in 
something under three minu‘es, after passing through the 2228 nautical miles 
of cable, stored in the big ship. Mr. J. Pender, M.P., the chairman of the 
company presided, in the grand saloon; and, after giving the toasts of “ The 
Queen" and “ The President of the United States,” proposed the “ Hea'th of 
her Majesty's Ministers.” The Duke of Somerset, after returning thanks, 
proposed “* Success to the undertaking ;" and the chairman then gave “The 
American Minister, Mr. Adams,” congratulating ‘a'l present on the friendly 
relations existing between this country and the United States, and alluding 
with feeling to the good friendship, delicacy, judgment, and tact Mr. Adams 
had invariably displayed in every circumstance connected with this country 
in which bia diplomatic talents had been called into play. After a suitable 
response, the party broke up, and the remainder of the afternoon was devoted 
to the inspection of the ship, and to the examination of charts and maps 
giving the soundings of ber approaching voyage, sanguine predictions of the 
complete succees of the enterprise being uttered on all sides. 

The Great Eartern left her moorings at Saltpan Reach, near Chatham, 
on Saturday last, for the Nore. Steam was got up om board at an 
early hour on Saturday morning; and, notwithstanding that the ma- 
chinery of the Great Eastern has not been brought into use for considerably 
more than twelve months, the engines worked with remarkable speed and 
regularity, while they were stopped and started within a very few seconds 
after the word was passed. At half-past twelve the order was given for 
starting the Great Eastern, and she immediately began moving down the 
Channel towards Garrison Point and the Nore Light. The spot selected for 
her was about five miles below the Nore Light, where there is a depth of at 
least seven fathoms at low tides, By direction of the Government, 
the Porcupine, rurveying-steamer, had been previously engaged in 
making a survey of the channel from the Medway to the Nore, and marking 
out the route by buoys and beats, so as to prevent the possibility of any un- 
toward occurrence, On the Great Eastern passing the various vessels of war 
in harbour, the crews crowded the rigging and saluted the steamer with loud 
cheers. On board the Formidable, 84, flagship of Vice-Admiral Sir C, Talbot, 
Commander-in-Uhief, the marines presente] arms; while on board the 
Cumberland, 70, the band, as the Great Eastern steamed past, played alter- 
nately “ Rule Britannia” and “‘ Hail, Columbia.” The pad tle-wheels made 
about «ix revolutions per minute, and the screw rather more, and this speed 
was maintained until the harbour was cleared. On rounding Garrison Point 
a large concourse of spectators vociferously cheered as the Great Eastern 
paseed. Accompanying the steamer were the Vivid, Locust, @nd Sheerness, 
Admiralty steamers, with three private steamers, the Porcupine standing 
about half a nile in advance to show the way to be taken. Ata few minutes 
after two the anchorage-ground below the Nore and the Mouse Lights was 
reached, and the Great Eastern brought up, the whole of the operations con- 
nected with her removal from ber old to her new anchorage having been 
effected without the least accident. Here she remains at anchor for a few 
days for the adjustment of her compasses, and to receive on board the 
remainder of ber coals and stores, 

The Great Kastern bas in her about 7000 tons of cable, or, including the 
iron tanks which contain it and the water in which it is sunk, about 9000 
tons in all. In addition to this she has 7000 tons of coal on board, and 1500 
tons more totakein. Her total weight, inclading engines, will then be 
rather over 21,000 tons, a stupendous mass for any ship to carry, but well 
within the capacity of the Great Eastern, of which the tonnage is 24,000, 

Before the following epring tides set in, which will be towards the end of 
next week, the Great Kastern will start for Valencia. She will be met 
there by the two ships of war, the Terrible and the Sphinx, appointed 
to convoy her. Both these veseels are being fitted with the best apparatus 
for deep-eca soundings; with buoys and means for buoying the end of the 

cable, if it should become necessary; and with Bollen’s night-light naval 
signals, With which the Great Bas stern is likewise to be su pplied. To avoid 
all chance of accident, the big ship will not approach the Irish coast nearer 
than twenty or twenty-five miles, and her stay off Valencia will be limited to 
the time occupied in making a splice with the massive shore end, which, for 
a length of twenty-five miles from the coast, will be laid previous to her 
arrival, This monstrous shore end, which is the heaviest andgtrongest piece 
of cable ever made, will be laid from the head of a ahelicred inict near 
Cabirciveen out to the distance we have stated, where the end will be buoyed 
end watched by the ships of war till the Great Bastern herself comes up, 
Some iden of the strength and solidity of this great end may be guessed 
by the fact that ite weight per mille is very little short of half the 
weight of an ordinary railway metal. For the shore end of Newfoundland 
only three miles are required, and this short length will be 
eent in the Great Eastern. When once the aplico is made from the 
great cable-ship to the English shore end—an operation which will consume 
about five houre—the work of laying the cable will begin. By that time 
every mile of the cable in the three tanks will have been joined up, 
and at a stated hour, morning and evening, a series of signals will be sent 
through the cable to the land at Valencia, and thence to London, giving the 
latitude and longitude of the great — the state of the weather, and the 
number of miles paid out, The cable will be first taken out from the forward 
tank, next from that midships, and lastly from that astern ; and, if all goes 
well, the vessel should arrive with nearly 500 miles of cable in her still 
unneed—an excess which is most wisely allowed, in case of accident. Since 
the paying-out apparatus has been in work its action has been faultless, 

Mesers. Canning, Clifford, and Temple have absolute charge of all the details 
connected with the submergence. Mr. De ag! is in charge of the electrical 
condition of the cable for the makers; Mr. Varley goes to represent the 
Atlantic Company ; and Professor Thomson as scientific adviser and reforee, 
‘These gentlemen, however, are only the chiefs of the various large depart- 
mental staff which will be on board. 

If all go well, both as to course and rate of steaming, telegraphic communi-

Ascot was followed by yn where Whitechapel takes the lead 
and has it all its own way, while St. James's retires into quiet but 
dignified privacy till Stockbridge. It was at Hampton, on the 
Th ursday, that the brave old Caller Oa won her third Queen's Plate 
this year, and that, too, after winning a like trophy at ‘Liverpool on 
the first day of Mr. Topham's meeting. Her double victory within 
the week gave her an immense lift in the betting for the Northumber- 
land Plate. The public would stand nothing else, in fact, although 
good judges held aloof and acted with great caution. And they were 
right, as the Northumberland Plate running proved, for the hitherto 
almost invincible Caller Ou died away under the weight when fairly 
collared by a young’un; and though Challoner did all he could to 
equeeze one other effort out of the old mare it was no use, and he 
faw victory snatched out of his hands by a neck. 

This week it has been a war between North and South—but a 
friendly one. The series of Hampshire meetings has been quite a 
bumper for the most insatiable of southern Sportsmen, while the great 
and popular gathe ring on the banks of the Tyne has afforded the 
denizens of those coaly regions full scope for the development of their 
sporting instincts. And well have both racecourses been patronised, 
for never before in the annals of racing did such countless multitudes 
flock into Newcastle, nor did the beautiful course at Stockbridge 
present so charmin gly gay and fashionable an appearance as during 
the current week. Bibury and Stockbridge are justly celebrated for 
bringing out youngsters of promise, and it was at the former that The 
Duke was first presented and created such a favourable impression by 
the style in which he won the Sixth Stockbridge Biennial. The fol- 
lowers of John Day's stable were so fond of him that they made a 
rush at once to get on him for the Derby; and even after his defeat 
by Liddington, in the July following, he was reinstated in public 
favour after the North of England Biennial at York, Robin Hood, the 
winner this year, though not engaged in the Derby himself, has had 
the satisfaction of knowing that if ne were King Hal's chance of wear- 
ing the blue ribbon would be a remote one. Indeed, such a case of 
cutting down was paralleled by the easy beating Young Monarque 
gave Lord Portsmouth’s Whalebone, with Wells up. Count Lagrange 
is likely to be formidable in next year’s Two Thousand with two such 
flyers as Young Monarque and Auguste, the latter said to be one of 
the most promising two-year-olds ever seen, and backed already for 
the Derby for heaps of money. The racing at Newcastle, with the 
exception of the Northumberland Plate, calls for no remark. The 
winner, as a two-year-old, displayed form equal to anything of his 
year. ‘He won the Garbutt Nurse ry Handicap, beating a field of 
eleven, to all of whom, with one single exception, he gave weight 
away. But his crowning performance was his clever head vic- 
tory over Lion in the Easby Stakes, at Richmond, although conceding 
10 lb. to the son of Windhound. If any form could beat Caller Ou at 
reasonable weights, Brown Bread ought. But we question if even the 
grand scion of Stockwell and Haricot would have succumbed to 
the youthful son of Weatherbit had she not been “run off her legs 
the previous week, to say nothing of the serious drawback of 
“ vanning” and railway travelling almost every other day. Age tells 
its tale everywhere, on man and beast; and Caller Ou cannot hold 
out for ever, like Cleopatra, whom “age could not wither.” Dean Close 
will be on his mettle next week, for the Carlisle Meeting takes place 
on the 4th and 5th of July. We regret, however, that the metro- 

litan “division ”—not of police, but of turf speculators —will not 

ave the benefit of his warm fulminations, for they will be “ assisting ” 
at the more congenial Newmarket July whe diay

EMPEROR NAPOLEON TO ALGERIA, 


week's publication the series of Illustrations of 
Emperor Napoleon to the French provinces in 
Africa. Ovr last week's Number contained several views taken at 
different places on the road from Constantine to Biskara, in the eastern 
part of the Algerine territory. The oasis of Biskara is distant but a 
few miles from the Col de Sfa, whence the traveller looks southward 
across the vast expanse of the Sahara desert. Biskara, a town founded 
by the Romans, and called “ Ad Piscinam,” which has been corrupted 
into its modern name, is the capital of the Arab country of Zab; it 
was conquered by the Duc d’Aumale, in 1844. The fort of ‘Bt. 
Germain is the principal feature of the French quarter of the town, but 
the Arab houses or hovels, built of mud, with their floors below the level 
of the adjoining ground, would scarcely be habitable if it were not for 
the extreme dryness of the climate, rain being most unfrequent in that 
locality. The oasis of Biskara, wherever the soil can be irrigated with 
water from the mountain streams which flow that way, is marvellously 
fertile, and abounds with palms and date trees. Our Special Artist 
has given us a sketch of some of the Arab people of Biskara wait- 
ing ‘the arrival of the Emperor at the entrance to their town. 
In the foreground are two or three of the chiefs on horseback, 
wearing their huge straw hats ornamented with black ostrich- 
feathers, and holding their long muskets in their hands. On the 
left hand are several camels, laden with a sort of palanquin, 
or litter, in which the Arab ladies, wives of these gallant cavaliers, 
are securely inclosed, so that they may view the passage of the 
Frenchmen without being stared at in return. The women of lower 
rank, as we observe, are not veiled, but wear a turban on their 
heads, the end of it falling over their shoulders, and they their 
young children on their ‘ks. A triumphal arch, with a French 
inscription, supported by flags and other rations, is quested not 
far from the gate of the town. On his return from Biskara to Batna 
the Emperor went to inspect the ruins of Lambessa, of which we gave

this cclumn that the genius of the coming election is more personal 
than political, than in the fact of the continued changes of candi-

world that these more or less eminent Parliament men do not purpose 
to press their claims; and the Conservatives, one of whom is Mr. 
Beaumont, are to have a walk over. 
Colonel White, who, as a Lord of the Treasury exiled from his native 
county of Longford—a famous political battle-field of his family— 
i won the fa favours of Kidderminster, and would have found 
rival suitor in his way ; but now we hear that a Mr. Watkinson, 
somewhere—but where we know not at present—has dared 
contest, and that from a Liberal point of view. There was Bridg- 
water, where it was supposed that, Mr. Kinglake’s dreamy reign being 
undisturbed, a Conservative, Mr. Westropp, was to have bid for the 
vacated seat of Colonel Tynte, whereas now there is a rumour that 
re is to be a contest, and that the ubiquitous Sir John Shelley (who, 
y-the-way, has stated his determination never to be a metropolitan 
member age tarted up.

Perhaps, of late, although his 
individuality was still as marked as ever, it had, from his too frequent 
pressing of it on the House, become a little tiresome; and his flashes 
of irony, which were so strongly flavoured with simplicity that it was 
difficult, often, to distinguish which was which, had waxed rarer; so 
that his appearances were not s0 welcome as reliefs from the per- 
vading commonplace as they used to be. Still, the House could have 
better spared a better man, and he will be missed at those moments 
when, in prolonged debate, he so good-naturedly filled up the dullest 
and dreariest hours between eight and ten o'clock. The letter in which 
Lord Bury communicates to the electors of the Wick Burghs that he 
does not mean to redemand their suffrages is conceived, not unna- 
turally, in somewhat of a bitter spirit; and he half sneers at the 
political virtue of Mr. Laing, who professes cognate sentiments with 
himself, even to the extent of supporting Lord Palmerston, 
while he has taken very effectual measures to push a _ sub- 
ordinate member of the noble Lord’s Government out of the 
seat at Wick, which Mr. Laing, to be sure, resumes, after an inter- 
regnum. May not Lord Bury, as a young statesman, however, be in 
a manner fulfilling his special vocation in fighting to gain a seat for 
his chief, as he states that he is about to do at Dover. While 
mentioning ex-Ministerial candidates, of whom Mr. Laing is one, 
obviously the address of Mr, Lowe to the electors of Calne presents 
itself to the mental vision. Of course, everyone knows that if no 
address were submitted to this constituency—which, somehow, when it 
is spoken of, recalls to recollection the anecdote of Caligula, who made 
his horse a Consul of Rome, or the rich West Indian proprietor of a 
borough in the unreformed days, who threatened the electors, when they 
seemed inclined to breathe about the franchise, that he would make 
his black footman their member—it would make no difference in the 
election. But Mr. Lowe is in acritical, or rather a conspicuous, position 
as a politician, and a manifesto is expected of him or expected by him- 
self, so he speaks to the country over the heads of the docile dlectens 
of Calne an abstract of his famous speech on the £10 franchise 
bill, talks contemptuously of theories for which some wish to exchange 
the tangible good which we possess in the way of Government adminis- 
tration and political condition, and utters his cry for peace (that is, no 
fighting for the Canadas), economy (that is, cutting down the Educa- 
tion Estimates), legal reform (a phrase used with evident intention in 
contradistinction to electoral reform), and the abolition of invidious 
religious distinctions (which is Cirefully wide in its signification). The 
question is for the future—for he may be supposed to be determined 
to have a future—under which faction is Mr. Lowe to bustle into and 
in office ? - 

In the midst of more or less enthusiastic receptions which Mr. Cox 
is holding in Finsbury there regularly arises the spectre of his great 
Stansfeld offence ; and as that terrible appearance has so re-asserted 
itself, it becomes somewhat a question whether it will not yet scare 
the “ tried member” out of his seat. Many think that in the adapta- 
tion of members to constituencies fitness— personal and characteristic, 
as well as political~ may often well be consulted, with a view to making, 
as far as possible, the House the very type of the public which it is 
supposed to represent. From this point of view, it is certain that Mr. 
Cox is worthy of Finsbury, and Finsbury is worthy of Mr. Cox; and 
this may be left to be applied without going deeper into explanation. 

Does any one know anything of the specialties of Wallingford in an 
electoral sense? Is there any pundit in franchise lore who can say 
why it should have even 351 electors, and whether its existence on the 
roll of Parliament is in any way essential to the unity of representa- 
tion? At any rate, it has been many years since it has been thought 
necessary to bring Wallingford prominently before the political public ; 
but now it seems that it is to be the scene of contest, Sir Wentworth 
Dilke, of South gg 3 ay hight, venturing to oppose so dangerous 
an opponent as Mr. Malins. To the conductors of this latter gentle- 
man’s election we would suggest a device for driving his enemy from 
the field. Let the hon. and learned gentleman be directed, on the day 
of nomination, to speak until five minutes to four o'clock, when the 
show of hands can be taken. Then let him be placed in a window 
exactly opposite to Sir Wentworth’s wt committee-room, and let 
him ae until twelve o’clock at night. On the day of polling let, him 
be placed in a convenient position, where, without interrupting the 
taking of votes, he can be heard by his opponent, and let him speak 
on all day ; and it may be asserted that by t o'clock Sir Wentworth 
Dilke—who is a gentleman of portly person, and probably not much 
inured to fatigue—will be taken from the town in a state of exhaustion 
approaching to coma, leaving his triumphant antagonist as fresh as 
though he had only been saying before meat, to return thanks 
to the electors until, say, six o'clock. There could be no difficulty in 
all this so far as the principal performer is concerned. 
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The addresses, rival, though simultaneous, of Mr. Baines, Liberal, 
and Mr. Beecroft, Conservative, have been put forth to the con- 
but at present, and in that sense, Viscount 
Amberley is nowhere. The curious inaptitude of Manchester to 
find a candidate to represent the Liberalism of the city has at 
length been removed by the choice and acceptance of the candi- 
dature of Mr. Jacob Bright, a brother of the member for Birming- 
If he is elected, as seems probable, and it turns out that he is 
anything like his brother in voice and style, what will Mr. Leatham 
do, who at present is in possession of such a resemblance, and who 
will, doubtless, not like to have the inevitable whisper about two 
Dromios to be provoked?

retires. In the main, therefore, looking to the slender cast of his 
Conservatism and his personal allegiance to Lord Palmerston, by Mr.

THE ROYAL THAMES YACHT CLUB REGATTA, 
THE grand regatta of the Royal Thames Yacht Club, including a 
match for schooners and another r h for cutters, to run simul- 
taneously over the same course from herville Pier to the Mouse 
Light and back again, took place on Monday week. The schooners 
which started were the Gloriana, 133 tons ; owner, Mr. A. O, Wilkinson ; 
the Albertine, 153 tons; owner, Lord Londesborough ; the Circe, 123 
tons, Mr. G. Harrison, in the first class: and the Intrigue, 72 tons, 
Mr. F. Edwards; and the Reverie, 34 tons, Mr. Julian Courtauld, in 
the second class. There were two prizes in the first class, a cup value 
£100 and a value £50; in the second class one prize 
value £50. not here speak of the cutter-match further 
than that the first prize was won, with time allowance, by 
the Glance, 35 tons; owner, Mr. E. Johnson, At the start of the 
schooners, the Albertine and Gloriana swung pretty well at the same 
moment, and became so close as nearly to foul, but the Gloriana had 
the best of it, and got away . The Circe was rather slow, and 
was driven by the wind over towards the north shore, and was a long 
while coming round. The Intrigue was first covered, all starting 
with working jibs and topsails but the Circe, which indulged in the 
doubtful experiment of a flying jib. In the lower part of Gravesend 
Reach the Gloriana, which had retained her lead of the first class, 
now went ahead of both classes; the Intrigue, just passed by her, 
being second, Reverie third, Albertine fourth, and Circe fifth. Off 
the Mucking Light they were prec in the same order, there being 
a great gap between the Gloriana and the next boat. The wind 
became very light, and, as the flood-tide began to rise, the steamer 
Eagle, round which the yachts were to pass, was anchored about a 
mile below § snd Pier, where the schooner yachts rounded in the 
following order and time :—

Gloriana, therefore, easily retained her position all the 
way up, and then ran in first ; but the Albertine gradually fell astern.

A Parliamentary return has been published of the revenue 
and expenditure of the United Kingdom for each year from 1860-1, inclusive, 
compared with the amounts estimated for each year; also of the amounts of 
taxes repealed or reduced and imposed in the same periods, under the re- 
spective heads of revenue; and of the capitals of the funded and unfunded 
debt at the end of each year. The return shows that the net surplus of reve- 


| nue above expenditure in the five years ended 1864-5 was £4,355,070 ; decrease 
| of expenditure in the five years ended 1864-5 (compared with 1859-60), 


£3,040,083 ; further estimated reduction in the year 1865-6, £313,206; net 


| estimated amount of taxes repealed or reduced in the five years ended 1864-5, 


£10,616,648 ; further remissions in the year 1865-6, £5,420,000. The decrease 


in the total amount of the public debt in the five years ended March 31, 1865, 


| is 210,789,912. 


A minute by the Privy Council on Education has been laid 
before Parliament, which states that their Lordships have resumed the con- 
sideration of the memorial presented to them on the 10th of May last by a 
deputation, and have also read the observations of Mr. Redgrave, R.A., the 
inspector-general of art, on the statements made in the memorial. Looking 
to the character of the suggestions thus made, not merely by members of 
the Select Committee, but by the representatives of so many schools of art in 
the United Kingdom, their Lordships are prepared to modify the arrangements 
for affording public aid to echools of art proposed by the schedule appended to 
their minute of the 9th of February, 1865, and laid before Parliament; such 


| modifications not being inconsistent with certain leading principles, from 


which their Lordships would not feel themselves justified in departing. 
These principles, briefly stated, are, that the direct pecuniary assis- 
tance to be afforded by the State must be limited to persons and 
of the grade of artisans, as hereafter defined, and not 
the middle and upper classes, who are indirectly en- 
couraged by prizes, the use of examples, &c.; that such direct 
assistance must be conditional on proofs of the performance of satisfactory 
work, and that the continuance of the self-supporting system by the instruc- 
tion of all grades of persons, so successfully established since 1852, must not 
be imperilled. Their Lordships consent to resume the payment of building 
grants and grants for examples, which they had abolished solely out of defer- 
ence to the recommendations of the Select Committee. They are unable to 
revert to the system of payment by certificates, and they do not considcr that 
the art-teachers come within the provisions of the Superannuation Act, 
22 Vic. cap. 26 (April 19, 1859) ; but they will increase the amount of the 
payments in the schedule already alluded to, in the hope that certified 
art-teachers will earn payments equivalent to the value of their certificates. 
The schedule appended to the minute of Feb. 9, 1865, is therefore cancelled, 
and a new one substituted for it.

Would not Wellington boots 
suit them better? Mr. Damer’s friend seems to be as mad as he; for 
in a walk of three miles to the Elephant and Castle he counted 
“at least fifty-three ownerless 3” or at least apparently 
so. Why, everybody who has s dogs as well as our 
good Dr. Brown, who discourses so pleasantly of “Rab and 
his Friends,” knows that these apparently ownerless dogs were 
gentlemen (canine) at their ease, probably and properly taking 
their morning walks, after their masters had gone to business. 
For the dog of middle-class life objects to stay at home with the 
“missus” and the children during the interval which occurs between 
breakfast and dinner. He has friends of his own to call upon ; he has 
that visit to make to the not unfriendly butcher ; and the interview 
with the greengrocer’s boy—a boy who has generally the end of a 
cold sausage or of a savoury polony in his pocket, and who is 
“knowing” about dogs. Both the number of ownerless dogs and the 
danger from dogs are greatly exaggerated. To read the police cases 
and some of the letters in the papers, one would imagine that every 
street in London boasted its rabid and evil-disposed cur; and thi 
mania for abusing dogs has spread even over to New York, hand-in- 
hand, of course, with the hot weather ; but there they do things better 
than we. A mad-stone, in the possession of Sister Elizabeth, formerly 
of the Roman Catholic school in Lafayette, has cured more than fifty 
persons bitten by mad dogs. The stone, a Yankee paper tells us 
gravely, “ acts as a leech, and, applied to the wound, sucks out all the 
poison.” 

Father Ignatius has been to London ; as Dr. Ferguson, the medium, 
would phrase it, “in our midst.” But, alas! the young enthusiast was 
not impressive, and his peculiar style of oratory seemed to consist i: 
preaching what the great Selden calls “loud, long, and damnation," 
an art which has been apo from his days to those ot Whitfield, 
and from the days of the great George Whitfield to ourown. Th« 
Father, who had a younger Brother with him, did not look at all 
“mee,” as young ladies say, and evidently makes up better in a 
photograph than on a platform. His pose was dreadfully destitute of 
accessories, and his language forcibly feeble and feebly forcible, and cer- 
tainly extremely unscriptural. To his admirers he was more than un- 
polite ; for, equally with the rest of this naughty world, they were de- 
voted to eternal perdition. Balls and cheatres, we were told, “ will take us 
straight to hell;” and the Father dwelt with peculiar pleasure on the 
known fact, at least he assured his audience that it was so to him, of 
a young lady dropping down dead in the middle of a waltz and then 
being carried away straight to where the Commander conducts Do: 
Juan in the opera. The Father is not one of those sensitive preachers 
“who never mention hell to ears polite ;” on the contrary, we had a 
strong dose of that unpleasant tonic threat; but, on the whole, 
Ignatius 1s a failure and asham. Half ashamed of his dress or his 
calling, regarding the whole matter as a masquerade and as one that 
does not seem to pay, the ge enthusiast (?) is slowly coming back 
to his senses ; and he feels, perhaps, that the exhibition he makes of 
himself is a very poor one. Heis not half so good as Richard Weaver, 
nor so amusing as the Converted Clown ; he is not sensible, and most 
certainly he is anti-ecriptural in spirit and in method; and, therefore. 
as one can get neither amusement nor profit out of him, he is— 
although upon a starring expedition and far away from his monastery 
—hardly worth seeing. I may add that there is a rumour that 
brethren of his “ order,” O.8.B., have combined against the reverend 
Father in his absence, and have turned him out of his own monastery. 

In St. James’s Hall—our Brethren set up their little Bethel at St. 
Martin’s—there has been a meeting apropos of a question which will 
eternally crop out, do what we will. This is the t servant 
question. Mistresses are, with few exceptions, universally dissatistied, 
and servants are dissatisfied too. Their position has not improved 
with the position of other portions of the community. A servant 
of all work and a Dorsetshire labourer are the two w 
paid of all English individuals; and the negroes of the South, 
who are to have five dollars a month and find their own clothes 
and pay their doctors’ bills, and who reject such terms as 
being infinitely worse than slavery, are not much worse 
paid than the domestic servant. Nor does the employer benefit, 
because the demand not being put in a handsome or generous way, 
the supply is by no means first rate. Careless, thriftless, often 
greedy, wasteful, and without even the idea that the interest of the 
master or mistress is really her own, the servant manages to shift 
from place to place till she is past service; and, having never out of 
eight or ten pounds a year been able to save one shilling, she retires 
to the workhouse or to beggary. Our little “ Marchionesses” cannot 
be very cheerful on sucha prospect. A reverend gentlemen, who seems 
to import his servants from France, spoke of certain sumptuary 
laws with regard to dress. The female mind, led away with its 
prevalent idea of dressing the body to the best advantage, 
and also by its natural imitativeness, does when subor- 
dinately placed seek to rival that which is above it, but 
we have surely long passed the time when classes are to be bound 
down to a certain garb, and the lawyer and his clerk, the master and 
*prentice, and the mistress and servant, are to be distinguished by cos- 
tume just as they are in Hollar’s etchings? It would be a happy thing 
for all of us if this servant question could be widely and wisely debated. 
In every middle-class household the master is, undoubtedly, on the side 
of the servant, while the mistress is inst her own sex ; and, although 
the former gets unjustly taunted, I be ieve he has reason on his side. 
The old — and friendly relation has long broken up—the in- 
terests of the classes are no longer identical ; with large and rich house- 
holds they are, as we know, diametrically opposed, and we want some- 
thing more forcible than the benevolent and ez parte twaddle talked at 
St. James's Hall to set this important matter even on the road for 
righting itself. 

The Parliamentary gladiators are raging behind the bars of St. 
Stephen's, and are very anxious to get out into the public arena, and 
to prove their prowess to the electors, The best and most knowing 
agents, I am assured, believe that the election will not in any way 

Iter the relative strength of parties, although it will undoubtedly 
bring new men into the Commons, and will benefit the public in 
breaking up that comfortable understanding, that friendly relation, 
which subsisted, and still subsists, amongst the present members. 
Poor Mr. Longfield is hardly allowed by Lord Palmerston to express 
his horror at certain family “jobs” which would have made the hair 
of Macaulay stand on end, as he termed his charges — my Lord 
Chancellor m, had such been found. Mr. Longfield pathetically 
stated that he and the whole Bar should soon “hang down their 
heads for very shame,” and asserted that he should prove that 
a certain nobleman—the keeper of the Queen’s conscience, in fact— 
“had fallen into the unfortunate error of ignoring guilt that he might 
rofit by the guilty.” Lord Palmerston but weakens the admiration w« 
Save of his determinate defence of all colleagues when he professes to 
“ listen with indignation” to substantiate charges. The Government 
had better make a clean sweep, and let Jonah be thrown to the in- 
dignant whale which is waiting for him. There is to be no whitebait 
dinner this year—Greenwich or Blackwall are not congenial places 
for the departing chiefs, or it ‘ the company would not be too 
harmonious on the sad occasion. Perhaps it is as well; it is sad that 
such painful blots as the Edmunds and Leeds Bankru scandals 
should be cast upon the last days of an Admiristration which has 
really done so much for the country. 

e season being virtually over, and Thursday, the 6th of July, 
being the death day of the present Parliament, it is not to be 
wondered that our actors and actresses are all taking benefits as fast 
as they can.

A NEW NATIONAL GALLERY. 


» now occupied by the St. Martin’s 
workhouse, parish offices, and Tenison’s school and library; and it is 
calculated that £100,000 will purchase a new site and pay for the 
erection thereon of a new wethdue, new parochial offices and school 
buildings. The price of the ground secured for the National Gallery is 
certainly not high; but would it not have been better to have also 
obtained, by Act of Parliament if necessary, the adjoining site of 
the barracks and yard, and which surely might have been had on 
still more favourable terms? The plot now purchased is of awkward 
shape, Hemming's-row in the rear being not parallel with the front- 
age in Trafalgar-square ; and it is of so limited an area that it will 


be impossible to get any fine effect from the length of the three | 


or four galleries which it is, we understand, contemplated to erect, 
or from the courts proposed to be inclosed by them. Had, however, 
the barracks and yard been added—together affording a superficial 
space not half as large, we believe, as that on which the Louvre 
stands at Paris—galleries surrounding noble courts might have. been 
erected of ample width, and affording those vistas which con- 
stitute almost the only impressive architectural feature of which 
picture-galleries are properly susceptible, The reader need not be 
told how wholly inadequate the present apartments are for the 
exhibition of the inmumerable pictures and drawings the nation has 
acquired, by purchase, gift, or bequest, since the Angerstein Collection 
was bought as a nucleus for a National Gallery. Besides the collection 
of paintings by British masters (exclusive of the Sheepshanks gift), 
belonging to the National Gallery, now at South Kensington, and the 
portraits stowed away in a private house in Great George-street, there 
are numerous pictures, portraits, drawings, and other works, scattered 
about or hidden away in various places, which should find a place in a 
palace of art worthy of such a nation as this. Even if the Royal 
Academy were to at once vacate the portion of the building it now 
occupies there would probably not be space enough for the proper ex- 
hibition of half the present accumulations, to say nothing of the 
accessions that, with a new gallery, might be expected from fresh 
sources, We are glad to f 


earn that the Royal Academicians | 


are again considering the propriety of closing with the implied | 


and conditional offer of ground on the Burlington House 
site for the erection, with their own large funds, of new buildings for 
the annual exhibitions and schools. But although various circum- 
stances, and above all popular feeling, seem decidedly to favour the 
project of a new, enlarged, and suitable) National Gallery, it is not to 
be denied that the present Government has, in taking the initiative, 
set an example of timidity which it is to be hoped will not be followed 
by its successor. To have ripened the plan by uniting the question 
of suitability of design with that of site would surely have been far 
better. Mr. Cowper, in the recent debate, did, it is true, in a 


needlessly apologetic spirit of parsimony, drop some hints of a | 


plan of re-edification, but it was one of a most alarming de- 
scription. He said, in effect, that Mr. Pennethorne’s gallery, 
which was erected a few years since to occupy the place of Wilkins’s 
really fine central hall and staircases, would, together with the 
other galleries, be of the greatest use in constructing a new build- 
ing. But this arriére-pensée of “ reconstruction” was so unani- 
mously contemned and repudiated, both on artistic and economic 
grounds, by members of all shades of opinion on matters of taste and 
public economy, and who have hardly ever before been known to 
agree upon any proposition relating to any public work, that we can- 
not suppose that we shall ever hear of the Chief Commissioner’s scheme 
again. Mr. Tite’s valuable professional opinion was simply that of 
the whole House; and he remarked that “it was quite idle to think 
of adapting the present building to the purposes of a National 
Gallery.” Nor shall we ever obtain a satisfactory picture-gallery 
yiecemeal, What we should most sincerely deprecate if we would not 
fave our new National Gallery another public scandal and eyesore, is 
any patchwork adaptation, any makeshift bit-by-bit construction, 
any private jobbery and favouritism. The course that ought to be 
pursued is, after all, simple and obvious, We know from our expe- 
rience at the International building and at the South Kensington 
Museum the dimensions and mode of lighting fitted to secure to a 
picture-gallery stateliness of aspect, room for the thousands who visit 
our National Gallery in the holidays, and the proper exhibition of the 


pictures. The gallery should of course be fireproof, which the 
resent rooms are not; and this would allow of it being 
Fihted by gas and visited by those who can seldom or never 


visit it in the daytime. Sufficient wall-space should be allowed 
not only for the present collections, but also for future gifts 
and purchases, and the galleries should be constructed to admit 
of being continued in a straight line over the site of the bar- 
racks, when it may be necessary to secure that. The galleries behind 
might be built first, but the present structure must be entirely rebuilt ; 
and, in order to ensure artistic unity, the plans and design for the 
whole obtained at the outset by public competition, or otherwise, 
and laid before Parliament, As for the style that should be chosen for the 
design, it is perfectly obvious that it must be Classical, or, at all events, 
Classico-Italian. We are not isans of either style, or, indeed, of 
any style of architecture ; but only one or the other of these is admissible 
unless the whole of the surrounding buildings—St. Martin's Church 
the Nelson Column, the terraces, and the rest—were demolished and 
reconstructed to match. Not the most age eam | of Gothicists 
could so far ignore the paramount artistic influences of locality and 
entourage a8 seriously to propose to erect in Trafalgar-square any- 
thing so utterly discordant as a Gothic building. No; our new 
National Gallery must be a chaste and beautiful temple, or a noble 
and stately palace of the arts. And we ought, certainly, to be con- 
tent with no design for the fagade less fine than the southern face of 
the Munich Pinakothek or the eastern end of the Louvre. But, apart 
from the question of locality, we should strongly o' the adoption 
of Gothic under any circumstances for a picture-gallery ; and therecan 
be little doubt that a healthy instinct has caused the style to 
be avoided in the construction of all the any od aye ey of 
Europe. It is not, however, on association m , or because we 
might claim the Greek style as the highest expression of art in archi- 
tecture, and therefore most ——- as a shrine for art, that we 
found our chief objection to nic, but rather on the belief that, 
practically, it is entirely unfitted for the purpose. A picture-gallery 
is necessarily a simple oblong box, lighted from above ; consequently, 
it does not admit, either within or without, the grander features of 
Gothic, but only the more petty or pretty details. Externally, there 
could be no spire, at least with any meaning; no picturesque gables 
and skyline growing naturally out of the pointed roofs, no lower aisle, 
no great division and irregularity of plan, no oriels, or none that, like 
the rest of the fenestration, would not be shams as obviously as, or 
more so than, in the rival styles. Internally, the pointed arch could 
scarcely be anywhere introduced, nor, as we think, the sloping roof, 
nor aisles, nor pillars, unless in the way, whilst heavy woodwork and 
carvings would be highly injurious to the effect of the pictures, 


Lord Garvagh’s “Holy Family,” by Raphael, a small but good 
example of the painter's Roman manner, has been purchased for the 
National Gallery for £9000, not a high Sra with the sums 
quite inferior old masters fetch just now, es y on the Continent, 
and at the recent sales in Paris in particular.

CURRENT LITERATURE, 


Principles of Education. By the Author of “Amy Herbert.” 
(Longmans.) These two little volumes contain a number of essay-like 
discourses upon law, obedience, reverence, truth, justice, selfishness, 
pride, vanity, purity, love, friendship, religion, governesses, and 
similar subjects which are more or less intimately connected with 
education. The principles are said to be “drawn from nature and 
revelation,” that is, one is at liberty to suppose, from experience of 
humanity and from the doctrines of the New Testament. The result is 
a creditable book upon “ female education in the upper classes ;” there 
may appear to be a certain heaping up of words occasionally to little 
purpose, but much sound sense is intermingled therewith. 

Life of Abraham Lincoln, Compiled by G. W. Bacon. (Sampson 
Low, Son, and Marston.) A very brief but succinct biography of the 
late President of the United States of America, It is probable that 
in days to come the grand simplicity, unflinching determination, un- 
alterable magnanimity, and universal kindliness which distinguished 
Abraham Lincoln will, even more than the recollection of his tragic 
death, render his name scarcely less dear to Americans and less 
honoured amongst all nations than that of George Washington ; and 
it is well that all men should have within easy reach the means of 
making themselves acquainted with the principal events of “ Honest 
Abe’s” life and administration, from the days preceding his “ rail- 
splitting ” to the fatal evening when he went, against his inclination, 
to Ford's Theatre, “lest,” in his own kindly words, “ the people should 
be disappointed.” Mr. Bacon’s book will fulfil this purpose ; it is not 
on a large scale, “but ’t will serve,” and its bulk is increased by a col- 
lection of all manner of lamentations upon Mr. Lincoln’s assassination 
from all manner of newspapers, and by a copy of the Constitution of 
the United States, ignorance of the provisions of which was freely 
exhibited in the angry discussions consequent upon the division of 
opinion in this country during the late War of Secession. 

Impressions of Life. By Lord Eustace Cecil. (Hurst and Blackett.) 
A reprint of nine articles contributed to the St. James's Medley. Of 
nine, five are entitled, respectively, “Prison Life in Paris,” “ After 
Dark in New York,” “The Dens of London ;” “ Newgate, Past and 
Present ;” and “French Convict Life;” whence it would seem that 
crime, criminals, and the like have considerable charms for Lord 
Eustace Cecil. It has been said that “ poverty has in it nothing harder 
than the making people food for fun ;” and perhaps the criminal popu- 
lation feel nothing so keenly as being visited in their haunts by the 
aristocracy and the police together—the former in search of fun, the 
latter of half-crowns. And it is a question whether there is not some- 
thing repulsive in the idea of regarding vicious fellow-creatures as a 
sight at which you may smoke a cigar and enjoy yourself, and of 
which you may afterwards write a more or less amusing account. 
There seems to be something treacherous in going under the pro- 
tection of the police whither you would not go alone, and then 
describing the wretches you see and their manners and customs. By 
all means portray, and even satirise, those who thrust themselves into 
notice ; but to search out and discourse upon— merely for the sake of 
satisfying morbid curiosity—ladies and gentlemen who have been, or 
are soon likely to be, “in trouble,” and who, were it not for your 
escort, would consider you their lawful prey, has the appearance of an 
unwarrantable liberty. Information acquired under such circum- 
stances must strike the criminals as having been obtained by taking 
@& mean advantage. However, that is the manner in which Lord 
Eustace received some of his “impressions of life ;” and the rest were 
left upon him by “A Fortnight in Hayti,” “A Ride in Barbary,” 
“ Schools in Eastern London,” and a consideration of “The Future 
Prospects of Younger Sons.” Lord Eustace is an advocate for sink- 
ing pride and going into the linendra or other profitable line. 
The book is remarkable neither for depth, nor originality, nor literary 
skill, nor sparkle of wit, nor flow of humour ; but it is unpretentious 
and readable. 

Wit and Wisdom from West Africa. Compiled by Richard F. 
Burton. (Tinsley.) A collection of “ proverbial philosophy, idioms, 
emigmas, and laconisms,” in the Wolof, Kanuri, Oji, Ga or Accra, 
Yoruba, Efik or old Calabar, and Mpangwe (Fan) tongues. There is 
nothing so dreary as to read a countless string of proverbs ; but the 
book will, no doubt, be found interesting by those who like to have 
by them works into which they can peep from time to time. It isa 
little amusing to find the author saying (p. 27) that he does not 
attach “high importance to aphorisms aad epothegue;” and then 
(p. 118) appending to the proverb, “when a slave becomes a free 
man, he will drink rain-water,” the following note: “N.B, From 
laziness; because other water must be fetched from a distance. I 
commend this truly African proverb, showing that the emancipado 
is incapable of moderation in the use of his liberty, to the consideration 
of all real philanthropists. It is easy to see that, if a man will not 
labour even for his own wants, they do him a service who compel him 
to work.” One would think from this that Captain Burton does attach 
high importance when it suits him to what he otherwise affects to 
despise. It may appear waste of time to argue that, if the png 
be “truly African,” it must have been uttered by an African, 
and, unless Captain Burton would maintain that all Africans are born 
in a state of servitude, testifies to the evil effects of enslavement ; but, 
if Captain Burton will use proverbs as weighty arguments, let him 
ponder these words—“‘ wise men make proverbs and fools use them.” 

The Land of the Gospel. By Edmund de Pressensé. (Jackson, Walford, 
and Hodder.) From the author’s name, one would presume that this 
work in English is a translation. If it be, it seems to be extremely 
well done, and nothing would have been lost, though something might 
have been gained, by mentioning, either upon the titlepage or elsewhere, 
that M. de Pressensé had met with a competent interpreter. The 
personal notes are prefaced by “a rapid sketch of the pilgrimages to 
the Holy Land, and a brief enumeration of the great geographical 
divisions of Palestine.” The style is engaging; a spirit of genuine 
enthusiasm and piety pervades the greater part of the book; and the 
whole is to be recommended to those who have a couple of hours to 
= the volume is small—and love to read about the “ glorious

Microscopic Fungi. By M. C, Cook. (Robert Hardwicke.) The 
botanical student will, no doubt, give a hearty welcome to this little 
work, and he who understands the language of botany will be glad to 
know that the “ Appendix will be found to contain all the species in 
the h ial section of coniomycetal fungi yet discovered in our 
islands, together with ups of epiphytal fungi belonging to other 
divisions ;” whilst he who understands not will have an opportunity of 
puzzling out what must be “ Hebrew Greek” to him. The volume is 
enriched by nearly three hundred beautifully-coloured figures by J. E. 
Sowerby. 

Under the Waves ; or, the Hermit-crab in Society. By Annie E, 
Ridley. (Sampson Low, Son, and Marston.) An elegant little book, 
written with the kind intention (likely to be realised) of amusing 

‘oung readers “ by presenting some of the most curious facts in the 
istory of a few of the most common marine animals, in as simple a 





form as ible.” The writer has an arriére pensée, and hopes, not un- 
justifiably, that amusement derived frem this unambitious attempt 
may t in creating so great an interest in the subject as to lead 


those who have been amused to embrace the delightful study of 
natural history. 

Manual of the Turkish Bath, From the Writings of Mr. Urquhart. 
Edited by Sir John Fife, M.D., F.R.C.8. (John Churchill and Sons.) 
The hot-air bath, or Turkish bath, or Hammam (as it is called in 
Jermyn-street), would appear from this book to be the long-desired 

acea : it cures everything, from rheumatism to Bright's disease and 
Eydrophobia. Whether it sets dislocated and broken bones is not pre- 
dicated ; but it is supposed to produce sanity, politeness, and sobriety. 
There are those who will declare that they are better when they do not 
than when they do take the Turkish ; that are not anxious 
to get rid of all their secretions, as they are of opinion some are good 
for them ; that they lose as much of their epidermis by friction of 
love or towel after “the tub” as they feel comf without ; 
that they as much as nature seems to need, by means of 
exercise without any sort of baking; that they have observed in 
habitual takers of Turkish a shortness of temper and an 
impatience of antagonism which do not bear witness to the serenity 
of mind said to be consequent upon fi mt use of the Hammém ; 
and that Hammimites, though they should not feel the cold after the 
ap’ of chilliness if a blueness of the nose be any indication. 
Stil, when Sir John Fife says of the Turkish bath, “I am not afraid 

















to stake my professional character by declaring my belief in its 
efficiency,” it deserves as a curative means very careful and respectful 
consideration. 

Shooting Simplified. By James Dalziel Dougall. (Robert 
Hardwicke.) This is, for the most part but a republication of a very 
useful little work, written by one who, as gun-maker and gun-user, 
as smith and sportsman, should speak with authority on the subject 
he has chosen, The 12th of August is at hand, and it is time for the 
“young idea” to learn how to “shoot,” and Mr. Dougall will give 
him some valuable hints. The chapter on breech-loaders, which the 
author thinks will in time quite supersede muzzle-loaders, is new, and 
deserves attention. 

Once and Again. By the Author of “ Cousin Stella,” &c. (Smith, 
Elder, and Co.) The author closes the third (and last) volume with 
the modest quotation, “ And if I have done well, and as is fitting the 
story, it is that which I desired ; but if slenderly and meanly, it is 
that which I could attain to.” That which has been attained to is 
charming ; the writing is excellent ; many of the scenes and characters 
are exquisite; and the whole is to be much commended. The story 
opens in Paris, and the atmosphere throughout is French, but not of 
the unwholesome kind 


Too Good for Him. By Florence Marryatt. (Richard Bentley.) 
This three-volume novel is not “too good for him,” whoever “he” 
may be. Some parts of it are what Lord Reckless would have called 
“doosid affectin’;” but, as a whole, it is by no means remark- 
able for delicacy, style, plot, or correct English. In fact, it 
teems with nearly every possible grammatical blunder—and that 









of itself would be enough to mar a much more powerful 
story. The author shows some of the s of a story-teller 


(in a good sense); but there is an absence of all taste in the 
manner in which the parts are put together. One is shocked by the 
sudden wrench with which one is hurried from a bit of religion to a 
bit of profligacy and back again; and the ignorance displayed is 
often deplorable. Words are used in senses which Mrs. Malaprop 
herself would never have attributed to them ; a man with fifteen hun- 
dred a year (tied up, certainly) is represented as having no way, in 
these days of insurance offices, &c., of keeping out of the Queen’s 
Bench when he owes two thousand pounds; and the author seems to 
be under the impression that if your friend gets you to put your name 
to a bill you will not be liable supposing you have taken the pre- 
caution to obtain your friend's I O U for the amount. 








WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 

The will of Lady Jervis, of Bailbrook Lodge, 
Somerset, was proved in London by W. Long, Esq., of the cit 
P. C. Sheppard, Esq., of Hampton Manor House, Bath, th 
trustees. The personalty was sworn under £5000, Her Ladyship was the 
granddaughter of the sixth Earl of Cavan. Her father, Captain Ricketts, 
R.N., assumed the name of Jervis, the family name of his uncle, the gallant 
Admiral Lord Jervis, first Viscount and Earl St. Vincent, and died without 
male issue. Lady Jervis was twice married—first to Osborne Markham, Esq., 
by whom she had a daughter (her only child) ; and, secondl » Lientenant- 
Colonel Sir William Cockburn, Bart., but without issue; and since his death 
her Ladyship has taken the name of Jervis. She died, on February 26 last, at 
the age of seventy, having executed her will on Jan. 19, 1565, and a codicil on 
Feb. 11. Her Ladyship has bequeathed to her sister, Mrs. Palmer, a policy on 
her life for £2000, with bonuses, and after her decease the same is to be divided 
between her four nieces, with contingent interest to her nephew in the event 
of two of her nieces not marrying. She has also bequeathed to her daughter, 
Martha, wife of the Rev. W. H. Pearson, M.A., a life interest in the residue 
of her property ; and after her decease to her granddaughter, Honora Mary 
Pearson. All legacies to be paid free of legacy duty. 

The will of Sir William Wake, Bart., of Courteen Hall, 
Northampton, was proved in the London court, on the 2ist of June. The 
executors nominated are his brothers, Drury Wake, Esq., and Captain C.

A return has been issued of all objects coming under the 
d ination of treasure-trove which have been claimed by the solicitor of 
the Treasury on behalf of the Crown, between March 1, 1864, and May 10, 
1865, setting forth the date of such claim, description of treasure, estimated 
value, and how disposed of. The findings were five in number. The first, on 
May 25, 1864, was a gold coin at Long Crendon, Bucks, valued at £3. This 
was retained by the British Museum on payment of £3, and £2 paid to the 
farmer on whose ground the coin wes found. On July 5 sixty-two gold coins 
were found in an earthen jar in a field at Stockerston, Leicestershire; the 
value was £58 4s. 1d. Five of these coins were granted to the lord of the 
manor on ent of their value (£4 14s. 5d.); ten coins presented to the 
Leicester museum. The value of the coins was paid to the finders. 
On Aug. 17, 6000 silver pennies, temp. Henry II1., were found at Becles, near 
Manchester. The value is eaid to be unknown. The coins were delivered to

attention of commanding officers elsewhere. It has been formed by 
the 3rd Westmorland Rifles, a corps of two companies only ; ye 
attendance, during its fourteen days’ establishment, has averaged abc 
110 men each night, varying from 105 to 125 of all ranks. This corp 
is composed almost wholly of working men, who cannot afford to 
neglect their daily occupations; and every evening, therefore, on the

conclusion of their ordinary labours, they enter the camp, use th 
lavatory, put on their uniforms, and then either shoot in cla 
drill, or practise tent-pitching and tent-striking, with other 
operations. At nine o'clock rations are served gratuitously—consisti 
of 2 oz. of cheese, bread, and a pint of ale or a pint of coffee; th

latter being preferred by more than half the men. After supper, the 
camp fire is kindled, and the music of the band and songs 
keep up the animation of the scene. At ten o'clock guard 


is mounted, consisting of one of the officers (of whom 
are always four in the camp), with a sergeant, corporal, and nine 
privates. The guard is regularly relieved up to four o'clock 
in the morning. After mounting guard half an hour is allowed

till gun-fire, when all retire to their tents. At eleven o'clock 
the Tights are pnt out. At five in the morning, the gun 


fires, followed by the bugle; at half-past five all parade, and 
before six o'clock nearly every man has left the camp for his 
daily work. Only a very few remain to breakfast. The utmost order, 
sociability, and attention to duty have prevailed, and the men have 
acquired a soldierly promptitude and precision not easily attainable 
without such an organisation as the camp affords. The site of the 
camp is in the castle-yard, surrounded by the old ruined dwellings of 
the Parr family, where Catherine, the surviving Queen of Henry VIIL., 
was born. It stands on a lofty, round hill, immediately above the 
town of Kendal, and the situation has proved healthy, and in every 
respect convenient. The colour-sergeant of the corps has taken pho- 
tographs of the camp, from one of which our Engraving is made, re- 
presenting portions of the tents and the ruins. The avenues between 
the tents are distinguished by proper names, One of them, “ Queen's 
Parade,” so called either after Queen Victoria or her predecessor, 
Queen Catharine Parr. “ Upton-street” is named after Lieutenant- 
General George Upton, C.B. (Lord Templetown), now commanding the 
western military division of the kingdom at Plymouth, but who is 
the Honorary Colonel of the Ist Westmorland Battalion of Volunteers, 
of which the Kendal corps forms a part. 








REVIEW OF THE KENTISH VOLUNTEERS 
CHATHAM. 

On Friday week the different volunteer corps of the county of Kent 
assembled on Chatham Lines, having on the two previous days held 
their annual meeting for prize rifle-shooting at the Government ranges, 
Milton-next-Gravesend. The prizes were distributed at Chatham by 
Viscount Sidney, the Lord Lieutenant of the county, on behalf of the 
County Rifle Association. His Lordship congratulated them upon 
their good shooting, as well as upon the increased number of com- 
petitors, and hoped that some of them would also be able to win 
prizes at the meeting of the National Association at Wimbledon. The 
whole force, mustering 4120, was formed into ten battalions, two being 
of garrison artillery, the rest of rifle volunteers. While the ceremony of 
distributing the prizes was going on, a brigade of regular troops came 
on to the ground, and took post in a second line to the right of the 
volunteers. This brigade, which amounted to 3000 men, was composed 
of a field battery of the 9th Brigade Royal Artillery, with their Arm- 
strong guns and ammunition waggons, twelve companies of the Royal 
Engineers, the Chatham division of the Royal Marine Light Infantry, 
and the dépéts of iments of the Line, which comprised the 2nd 
Battalion 2nd Queen’s ist and 2nd Battalions 4th King’s Own, 
ist and 2nd Battalions 10th Foot, ist and 2nd Battalions 12th (East

THE FARM. 


“Tue weather still continues dry, hot, and scorching,” is a Mark 
Lane Circular comment which applies too truly to the country gene- 
rally. Those who have delayed their hay-cutting, in the hope of rain, | 
have been obliged to set to work in earnest, and too often with only | 
a very light crop at last. In some parts of the Midlands there has not 
been a drop since June 2, the period of that universal wet day and 
night which was such a refreshing boon all over England, and gave | 
the Oaks to the thin-soled Regalia instead of Wild Agnes. 

The Messrs. Cruickshank have published their annual shorthorn 
catalogue, which contains 213 cows and heifers, along with Forth, 
Champion of England, and ten other bulls. The catalogue of Mr. 
Charles Howard’s Biddenham herd, which is headed by Grand 
Duke 5th by Grand Duke 3rd, from Grand Duchess 5th (one of the 
900-guinea cows, so to speak, at the Hegan sale) contains twenty-six 
females and seven males, Of these fourteen are of the Nell Gwynne 
tribe, seven of the Lady Spencer, eight of the Charmer, two of the 
Graceful by Loyalist (10,479), and one of the Sonsie. Mr. Carr 
announces a sale of fifty head of shorthorns, bred by Colonel Pennant, 
on the 28th of July, at Wicken Hall, Northamptonshire. They are 
by very eminent sires—Earl of Dublin, Marmaduke, Second Duke of

Agricultural Show, and Mr. Wallis’s first-prize ram at Hereford was 
considered the best in the two classes, which were commended en 
masse. In the shearling ewe class the Blenheim flock was first, and 
Mr. Gillett’s shearling Cotswold ram repeated his Hereford honours. 
Mr. Hewer had the best boar on the ground, and Mr. Garne’s Duke 
of Towneley, who was picked up for 55 gs. as a weakly calf at the 
Towneley sale, beat every horned beast in the yard, and took two 
premiums and two silver cups. The Norfolk Society had 
(as usual) a wretchedly-arranged catalogue and a successful 
show at Norwich. Lady Pigot’s first-prize cow was a 
purchase from Towneley; and Lord Walsingham was very 
successful with shorthorn bulls, and vanquished her Ladyship ia the 
yearling heifer class. In the Norfolk and Suffolk classes Lord Sondes 
and Sir. W. Jones were, as usual, in front. In Southdown rams 
nothing, of course, could touch Lord Walsingham’s flock ; and in long- 
woolled rams of any age, Mr. Thomas Brown’s shearling beat his 
formidable rival, Mr. Hugh Aylmer’s old ram, for the ion 
Challenge Cup. The horse classes were strong ; old Chester peror 
was a first-prize winner again, and so were a cart-mare and cart- 
filly, also belonging to Mr. Badham; and Captain Barlow's Ace of 
Clubs, by Stockwell, was the blood sire of the day. Mr, Sexton 
showed the best Norfolk cob “not under 13} nor above 144 hands,” 
and won several pig prizes along with Mr. Stearn ; but in small whites 
Mr. Hugh Aylmer was quite A 1. 

We have ~— 7 hy the last of the eternal rabbit case of “ Blades 
v. Higgs,” as the House of Lords has decided, confirming the judg- 
ment of the Exchequer Chamber, that the property in animals wild fn 
their nature, like rabbits, is in the person on whose land they may 
happen to be when reduced into possession. In this case ninety of 
the uis of Exeter's rabbits had been taken by poachers, and were 
seized by the keepers at the Stamford station when they were on the 
point of being sent off to . sone. Mr. Justice Willes ruled at 
the time that a person who killed wild animals, such as rabbits, was 
only liable as a trespasser under the game laws, and hence this 
protracted appeal. t 

The question was raised before the Queen’s Bench in banco, last 
week, as to whether a person employed by a dealer to sell horses or 
cattle has authority to give a warranty. Mr. Justice Blackburn cited 
“ Brady v. Todd,” in which the Common Pleas had decided that the 
servant of a private owner intrusted to sell and deliver a horse on a 
particular occasion is not by law authorised to bind his master by a 
warranty, That case seemed to apply here; and it would be very incon- 
venient if, insuch the servant had authority to bind his master bya 
warranty. The Lord Chief Justice thought it might be still mcre incon- 
venient that the ownerof a horse should be able to sell it by a scxvant not

OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS, 





SIR JOHN LUBBOCK, BART. 
Sir John William Lubbock, F.R.S., D.L., third Baronet, of Lamas, in the 
county of Norfolk, who died at his seat, High 


Se44 Elms, Farnborough, Kent, on the 2)st ult., was the 
(rig only child of Sir John William Lubbock, the second 
g~T\ Baronet, by his wife, Mary, daughter of James 


Entwisle, Esq., of Rusholme, Manchester. He was 
born March 26, 1803, and was educated at Eton 
College, and afterwards went to Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated B.A. in 1825 and 
M.A. in 1833. He succeeded his father as fourth 
Baronet in 1840, Sir John was a distinguished 
scholar, and for years had been a Fellow of the 
Royal Society and on the committee, and a Vice- 
President of that learned body. He has also been 
Vice-Chancellor of the University of London, He 
was High Sheriff of Kent in 1852, and was a 
Deputy Lieutenant of that county. Sir John was 
the author of many standard and valuable scien- 
tific works. He married, June 29, 1833, Harriet, 
youngest daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel George 
Hotham, of York, and grandniece of the dis- 
tinguished Admiral, William first Lord Hotham, by whom he leaves eight 
sons and three daughters. Of the latter two are married—viz., Mary Harriet, 
wife of Robert Birkbeck, Esq. ; and Diana Hotham, wife of William Powell 
Rodney, Esq., cousin of the present Lord Rodney. Sir John Lubbock is suc- 
ceeded by his eldest son, now Sir John Lubbock, the fourth Baronet, who was 
born April 30, 1834; and married, April 10, 1856, Ellen Frances, daughter of the 
late Rev. Peter Hordern, of Chorlton-cum-Hardy, Lancashire, and has a family 
of sons and daughters. This line of Lubbocks Baronets, formerly of old 
standing in Norfolk, is of high hereditary note as merchants and bankers of 
the city of London, where the Baronet just deceased was connected with 
banking as a partner in the eminent firm of Robarts, Lubbock, and Co. Sir 
John Lubbock, the first Baronet, was so created April 9, 1806, with limitation 
to his nephew. He was granduncle of the Baronet whose death we now record, 








THE HON. CAPTAIN VEREKER. 

Captain the Hon Richard Prendergast Vereker, 60th Rifles, whose lamented 
death occurred at Rangoon, on the 30th of April last, a week after his return 
to head-quarters from being stationed at the Andaman Islands, the climate of 
which proved fatal to him. He was the fifth son of John Prendergast, third 
and present Viscount Gort, a Representative Peer for Ireland, by his first wife, 
Maria, eldest daughter of Standish, first Viscount Guillamore. He was born 
in 1830, and entered the British service in 1854. He was a very gallant young 
officer ; he was for a time on the Staff in the Capeof Good Hope, and he served 
with his regiment (the 60th) in India, and in the campaign of China, and 
had the medal with clasps for the Taku Forts and capture of Pekin. Captain 
Vereker was held, from his fine disposition and other amiable qualities, in 
such warm affection by the officers of his battalion that they went into 
mourning out of respect te his memory. The Captain has died unmarried. 
One of his brothers, Captain the Hon. A. E. P. Vereker, a distinguished 
Crimean officer, died in Japan only a few months ago. 





THE HON. MRS. ARBUTHNOT. 

The premature and lamentable death of the Hon. Mrs. Arbuthnot has 
just occurred, during her bridal tour, from a most strange and appalling 
accident. This young and interesting lady, who was married on April 26 last 
to Captain William Arbuthnot, 14th Hussars, nephew of Sir Robert Keith 
Arbuthnot, Bart., had, in the course of her journey with her husband, arrived 
at Interlachen. In the morning they set out on horseback, and, accompanied 
by a guide, commenced ascending the Schelthorn, one of the Bernese Alps. 
Mrs. Arbuthnot, feeling a little tired, sat down to rest, and Captain 
Arbuthnot and the guide proceeded some distance further up the height, but 
never went out of sight or hearing of their companion. In a few minutes a 
furious thunderstorm burst forth, and the Captain and guide returned as 
rapidly as they could to the spot where they had left Mrs. Arbuthnot. They 
found her dead. She had been struck by lightning and killed instantaneously. 
The unfortunate lady was the fourth daughter of George, fourth and present 
Lord Rivers, by his wife, Susan Georgiana, eldest daughter of Granville, first 
Earl Granville, and sister of Granville George, K.G., second and present 
Earl Granville, Lord President of the Council. 


ANDREW R. DRUMMOND, ESQ. 

Andrew Robert Drummond, Esq., of Cadland Park, Hants, the principal 
partner in the eminent banking firm of Messrs, Drummond, who died at his 
town house, 2, Bryanston-squure, on the 20th vlt., after a lingering illness, 
was a scion of the noble and historic house of Drummond, Viscount 
Strathallan, and was the elder son of Andrew Berkeley Drummond, Esq., of 
Cadland, by his wife, Mary, daughter of John, second Earl of Egmont, and 
was grandson of the Hon. Robert Drummond, of Cadland, son of William, 
fourth Viscount Strathallan, who fell at Culloden fighting for the Chevalier. 
Mr. Drummond, the subject of this notice, was born July 28, 1794, and was 
educated at Eton, and Christ Church, Oxford. He was a J.P. and D.L. for 
Hants. He married, March 7, 1822, Lady Blizabeth Frederica, second 
daughter of Sir John Henry Manners, K.G., fifth Duke of Rutland, by whom, 
who survives him, he leaves Andrew John Drummond, Eeq., his successor, now 
of Cadland, four other sons, and two daughters; the latter are, Annabella, 
wife of A. D. R. W. Baillie Cochrane, Esq., M.P.; and Frederica Maria 
Adeliza, wife of Richard George, ninth and present Earl of Scarborough. 





THE HON. J. A. STREBT, Q.C. 

The Hon, John Ambrose Street, who died suddenly, at St. John, New 
Brunswick, on the 3rd of May last, was (by his wife, Abigail, daughter of 
Joseph Freeman, Eeq.) the son of Samuel ny Street, Esq., formerly an 
officer in her Majesty's Army, who, having settled in the province of Yew 
Brunswick, on the cessation of the American War of Independence, was sub- 
sequently appointed a member of the Legislative Council. John Ambrose 
Street was born in 1794; he was admitted to the Bar in 1817, and elected a 
member for Northumberland, in New Brunswick, in 1833, and represented the 
same county, without interruption, for the long period of twenty-four years. 
In 1837 he was appointed Queen's Counsel, He held the office of Attorney- 
General for the province for four terms, and until the defeat of the Con- 
servative party, in 1854. On account of his political services while in the 
Government, Mr. Street, on resigning office, received from her Majesty the 
Queen's authority, by patent, to retain, in his own right, the prefix of ‘“‘ Honour- 
able” to his name, At the last dissolution of the provincial Parliament, he 
contested the county of York; but, being a strenuous supporter of the con- 
federation scheme for the amalgamation of the North American provinces, he 
failed, with other candidates of that party, in being elected. As a barrister, 
Mr. Street always stood in the front rank of his profession in the pro- 
vince. His legal opinions, which .were highly esteemed, were given slowly 
and with great deliberation ; and, when engaged on a case and the whole 
powers of his mind exercised on behalf of client, his thorough knowled, 
of the law and his eloquence rendered him a formidable opponent at the 
Bar. In private, as in public life, Mr. Street was much esteemed and 
respected. The House of Assembly, in honour to his memory and in testimony 
of the estimation in which he had been held, adjourned, on the announcement 
of his death, till the following day. His remains, having been removed to 
Fredericton for interment, were followed to the grave by his Excellency the 
Lieutenant-Governor and Staff, the officers of the the members of 
the Legislative Council and House of Assembly, and nu friends.

Street married Jane Isabella, daughter of the late William Hubbard, Esq., 
formerly an officer in her Majesty's service and member of the Legislative 
Council of New Brunswick.

CHESSBOARD OF KING CHARLES L. 
(To the Editor of the ULLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS.) 

Sir,—The unfortunate Charlies I. was well known to have been an ardent 
chess amatenr. Beale’s translation of the first edition of Greco, published in 
1656, and now before me, is intituled “‘ The Royall game of Chesse playe, some- 
times the recreation of the late King, with many of the Nobilitie.” There 
are in the library of the British Museum (Add. MS, No, 17,062) some Diaries 
kept by a Captain Richard Symonds, an officer of the Royal Army, in one of 
which (p. 23) it is stated, “‘ Round about ye King's chessboard this verse :— 

Subditus et Princeps i sine sanguine certent.

MUSIC. 





The great Handel Festival at the Crystal Palace has been 
held during the past week. The three performances of which it con- 
sisted took place on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday (yesterday), 
and formed the grandest commemoration of the mighty master that 
has ever been witnessed. We must necessarily reserve till next week 
our account of these performances—contenting owreclves, for the 

resent, with mentioning the preparations and arrangements which 
ave led to so magnificent a result, The festival now terminated was 
the third of the great Handel celebrations at Sydenham —the two pre- 
ceding having taken place in the years 1859 and 1862. The illustrious 
musician died in the year 1759; and the idea of commemorating that 
event on its first centenary anniversary was a natural suggestion. It 
originated with the Sacred Harmonic Society, and was carried into 
effect by them with the co-operation of the Crystal Palace Company. 
Taking time by the forelock, these two bodies resolved to set on foot a 
preliminary or experimental festival in 1857, with the view 
of ascertaining the extent of their resources and testing the 
efficiency of their arrangements, so that they might be enabled, 
by correcting mistakes ard supplying omissions, to be fully 
prepared for the anniversary festival when the time arrived. 
The festival of 1857 not only accomplished this object, but was the 

eatest and most successful music-meeting that had yet taken place. 

he chorus consisted of 2000 voices, the instrumental band was nearly 
400 strong, and the greatest performers of every class were engaged ; 
the influx of visitors was immense, and the pecuniary success pro- 
portionably great. The experimental result, too, was highly favourable, 
as it showed that the defects of the Crystal Palace as a musical 
locality were not insurmountable, and that both the orchestra and the 
area occupied by the audience were capable of much improvement. 
The consequence was that the anniversary festival exceeded the most 
sanguine expectations. It took place on the 20th, 22nd, and 24th of 
June, 1859. The chorus consisted of 2700 voices ; the whole vocal and 
instrumental strength amounted to 3200 performers. The principal 
singers were Mdme. Clara Novello, Mdme. Rudersdorff, Mdme. 
Sherrington, Miss Dolby, Mr. Sims Reeves, Mr. Weiss, and Signor 
Belletti. Thethree performances and the preliminary public rehearsal 
attracted above 80,000 visitors. This success induced the promoters of 
the festival to establish it on a permanent footing by rendering it 
triennial; and accordingly the first triennial festival was held 
in 1862, consisting, like the previous ones, of three performances in 
the month of June. The numbers of the chorus and the band were 
further augmented ; and Mdlle. Titiens and Mdme. Parepa were added 
to the list of principal singers. The success of this meeting was still 
greater than before. The next and last of the series (as has been 
already said) was that which is now concluded. It has beenon as 
greater scale than any of the preceding. The chorus and orche 
have been further augmented, and reached the unprecedented amount 
of four thousand voices and instruments. The principal vocal per- 
formers have been Mdlle. Adelina Patti, Mdme. Rudersdorff, Mdme. 
Sherrington, Mdme. Parepa, Mdme. Sainton-Dolby, Mr. Sims Reeves, 
Mr. Cummings, Mr. Weiss, Herr Schmid, and Mr. Santley—a splendid 
array of talent, but exhibiting a defect which cannot be overlooked 
for a moment : the illustrious name of Titiens does not appear in the 
list! The performances of the week have been as follow :—On 
Monday, “ The Messiah ;” on Wednesday, a selection from several of 
Handel's oratorios and other works ; and Friday (yesterday), “Israel 
in Egypt.” It is hardly necessary to add that the performances have 
been under the direction of Mr. Costa, who has all along been the life 
and soul of the Handel festivals. 

The attention of the musical public, though chiefly, has not 
been exclusively devoted to the Handel festival. Besides the per- 
formances on the Italian Opera nights (which have presented no 
novelty), there have been several public and private concerts, such of 
which as are worthy of attention shall be noticed by us next week.

It is an adaptation, under the name of “ The Better Half,” of the 
French piece recently brought out at the New Adelphi under the title 
of “The Woman of Business.”
